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Television Camera Records 
As Dr. Bill Cook Performs 
Heart Massage On Dog 


A DOG’S failing heart ‘was restored to 
normal in an operation by Dr. William 
C. (Bill) Cook, °48, of Knoxville, Tenn., 
at the 48th annual API Veterinary Con- 
ference in July, 

This was one of more than a dozen 
operations and demonstrations present- 
ed over a closed-circuit TV network for 
200 veterinarians of the Southeast. 

Dr. Cook’s operation is used in the 
case of fibrillation. One of the common 
causes of heart failure in animals as 
well as humans, fibrillation occurs when 
the heart loses its normal rhythm. In- 
stead of beating, it quivers. 

A low-voltage transformer, called a 
defibrillator and found in modern hos- 
pitals, has found its place in veterinary 
surgery to treat this condition. By use 


of this machine, a dog’s heart is stop- 
ped completely; the heart then resumes 
its normal rhythmic beat. 

Dr. Cook worked with a dog whose 
heart had failed because of fibrillation. 
He massaged the heart by hand to 
maintain circulation, thus providing 
oxygen. Then, to restore regular heart 
beat, he used a low-voltage transformer 
which is owned by the API School of 
Veterinary Medicine. 

Mrs. Cook, the former Camille Langs- 
ton, °48, assisted her husband with the 
operation. 

Dr. W. J, Gibbons was moderator for 
the large animal demonstrations, and 
Dr. J. E. Greene, ’33, described the 
small animal operations for the audi- 
ence.
